MOTION  SUGGESTING  THE  DISQUALIFICATION 
AND  PERSONAL  BIAS  OF  THE  PHILIPPINE 
JUSTICE  OF  THE  TRIBUNAL. 


Nov  comes  HIROTA,  Kokl,  b7  his  duly  appointed 
attorneys  of  record,  and  moves  the  Honorable,  The  Inter¬ 
national  Military  Tribunal  for  the  Far  East,  for  an  order 
adjudging  that  the  Honorable  Delfln  Jaranllla,  the 
Philippine  Justice  representing  the  Commamrealth  of  the 
Philippines  on  this  Honorable  Tribunal,  Is  disqualified 
to  sit  and  flxctlon  as  a  Justice  of  this  Honorable  Tribunal, 
and  as  groiinds  for  said  motion  says  as  follovs: 

1*  The  defendant  and  his  counsel  of  record  are 
Informed  and  believe,  and  upon  such  information  and  belief 
allege  that  the  Honorable  Delfln  Jaranllla,  the  Philippine 
Justice  upon  the  Tribunal,  vas  captured  by  the  Japanese 
armed  forces  In  the  Philippines  during  the  early  part  of 
ffcrld  War  No*  2  and  was  forced  by  the  Japanese  army, 
iMLe  he  was  In  an  Impaired  state  of  health,  to  \uider- 
go  an  inordinately  long  march  popularly  called  during  World 
War  No*  2  "The  Death  March  of  Bataan,  ”  and  for  a.  long  time 
after  his  said  capture  was  held  as  a  prisoner  of  war*  As 
the  so-called  "Death  March  of  Bataan"  is  port  of  the  evidence 
which  will  come  before  this  nrlbunal  \mdar  the  pending 
Indictment,  and  as  the  Honorablo  Delfln  Jaranllla, 
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the  Philippine  JustloOf  was  a  participant  and  actor  in 
such  episode,  he  has  and  maintains  in  the  legal  sense 
a  personal  bias  and  prejudice  against  this  defendant. 
By  r^son  of  the  foregoing  the  defendant  is  unable  to 
obtain  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  before  this  Honorable 
Tribunal  with  said  Philippine  Justice  sitting  as  a 
member  of  the  Trlbimal,
